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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . This application has been filed with informal drawings which are acceptable for 
examination purposes only. Formal drawings will be required if the application is allowed. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless -- 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent. 

3. Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Fan et al. 
(5,815,126). 

In regards to claim 1, Fan et al. disclose a telephone docking system comprising a housing 
(see Figure 49), a plurality of control elements (see Figure 50), an interconnect telephone port 
(see Figure 35; Column 16, Lines 25-35), an active matrix liquid crystal display (see Column 1, 
Lines 45-58), a backlight (see Figure 19; Column 13, Lines 7-34), and a magnifying image lens 
(see Figure 52A; Column 23, Lines 7-11). 
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In regards to claim 2, Fan et al. disclose at least a 320 x 240 pixel array (see Column 3, 
Lines 30-35). 

In regards to claim 3, Fan et al. disclose at least a 640 x 480 pixel array (see Column 3, 
Lines 30-35). 

In regards to claim 4, Fan et al. disclose a transistor circuit array formed with single 
crystal silicon bonded to an optically transmissive substrate (see Column 1, Lines 45-58). 

In regards to claim 5, Fan et al. disclose a transmitter (see Column 2, Line 60 - Column 3, 

Line 3). 

In regards to claim 6, Fan et al. disclose a housing having a volume less than 1000 cm 3 
(see Figure 59F; Column 25, Lines 15-20). 

Conclusion 

6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Filo (5,079,627), Guichard et al. (5,1 11,498), Tsukamoto et al. (5,138,312), Panjanen 
et al (5,189,632), Zavracky et al. (5,206,749), Spitzer et al. (5,258,325), Fan et al. (5,300,788),

and Ohnsorge (5,485,504) are cited to further show the state of the art with respect to 
microdisplays appropriate for use in communication systems.
